the  pitnislirnetit  he  in  conseqttenee  deserve.?.  Yoiir  the- 
ory  which  denies  salvation  from  deserved  piinislimcnt, 
not  only  oiitr.iges  the  coiiinion  meaning  of  language, 
and  even  common  sense,  but  is,  in  my  view,  entirely 
subversive  of  tlie  Gospel  system  of  salvation.  But  I  | 
think  1  have  made  it  plain  that  Gospel  salvation  is  sal¬ 
vation  from  deserved  punishment,  and  hence,  the  con-  ; 
elusion  is  that  those  who  are  punished  all  they  deserve, !! 
can  not  experience  Gospel  salvation  and  therefore  can 
never  be  made  holy  and  happy.  j 

I  have  other  arguments  to  offer  upon  this  point,  but 
as  this  letter  is  so  nearly  full,  I  will  not  introduce  any  jj 
new  train  ol‘ thought.  i,

eral  letters  from  the  West,  slating  the  condition  ,nd 
wants  of  oiir  cause  there.  I  think  the  letters  will  be  jf 
general  interest  to  oiir  readers,  and  therefore  poblidi 
them,  and  thus  secure  an  opporiiinity  of  giving  i  gen- 
eral  unswer  to  them,  wiihont  the  labor  of  writing  t» 
each  one  a  letter  in  rejilv.
